POLICEMEN WHO 
SHOT LAID OFF. 


District Attorney Inquires 
Into Slaying of Boy. 


Second Lad Yet Near Death; 
Parents Ask Action. 


«| Fire-to-kill Order did not 


Apply, Says Chief. 


Approximately twenty hours after 
the fatal shooting of Chester Nolen 
and Frank Ward on West Avenue 560, 
Police Sergeant William Cahill and 
Patrolman Samuel Shammo were sus- 
pended at noon yesterday, pending 4 
thorough investigation of the tragedy. 
According to Chief of Police Snively, 
this action followed a request from 
the two officers that they be relieved 
from duty during the inquiry. 
Public censure developed to such 
an extent yesterday that Dist.-Atty. 
Woolwine invited the Chief to co-op- 
erate in an investigation with a view 
to issuing complaints of manslaugh- 
ter against the police officers if the 
evidence shows they were deliberate- 
ly instrumental in the killing of 
young Nolen and the fatal wounding 
of young Ward. Action by the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office commenced at 
noon yesterday, but because of press- 
ing business the Chief will not be 
able to add the services of the police 
department unti] tomorrow. 
Special investigators from the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office visited the Re- 
ceiving Hospital where young Ward 
ie now hovering between lite and 
death, to obtain an ante-mortem 
statement. Surgeons at the County 
Hospital, where he was taken later, 
declared the boy might live twenty- 
four hours longer. 
The wounded lad reiterated his first 
story, asserting that he and Nolen 
were guiltless of any wrongdoing 
other than an infraction of the speed 
laws. His sister, who was present at 
the time the investigators called, re- 
fused to allow this narrative to be 
taken as an ante-mortem statement, 
as she and her parents have not as 
yet given up all hope of recovery for 
the injured boy. 

PROSECUTION DEMANDED. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack Ward of No. 
1016 South Hope street, father and 


mother of Young Ward, consulted 


yesterday with the District Attorney 
and police officials. Declaring the 
shooting unwarranted, they demand- 
ed an immediate prosecution of the 
policemen implicated. 

Police Sergeant Cahill and Patrol- 
man Shammo surrendered’ their 


shields shortly before noon yesterday. 


Neither has assumed responsibility 
for the slaying, but both admit hav- 
ing discharged their weapons. Cahill 
has been a member of the department 
nine year. Shammo was accepted 
three years ago. No flaw in their rec- 
— was found by the Chief yester- 
y. 

“It is a most unfortunate occur- 
rence,” the Chief said. I will aid 
the District Attorney in every way 
possibile to sift the matter thoroughly. 
Thig morning I rode to the scene of 
the shooting. The roads at that point 
are extremely rough, and I don't see 
how the police officers held on to the 
automobile as they did, let alone fire 
accurately. 

“Although it is best that the offi- 
Sers be suspended, 1 do not feel the 
evidence is as yet sufficient to war- 
rant their summary discharge. 

“The order, ‘Shoot to kill,’ referred 
only to the Duncan case. It had no

FOR EXPOSITION. 


San Francisco to be Honored 
on November Second, 


Hundreds of Different Events 
are Provided For. 


Great Fair to be Ended in a 
Blaze of Glory.

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
EXPOSITION GROUNDS, San 
Francisco, Oct. 23.—The exposition is 
to wind up in a blaze of glory. It is 
to hold its head high until the last 
day of its term, and not dwindle out 
wearisomely and heggardly, wishing it 
never had been born. It never is to 
have an ignominious old age, nor 
even an Indian summer. It is only 
one year old, and so great is the in- 
genuity of the exposition manage- 
ment that there has been no dearth 
of entertainment nor events with 
which to make the last days of the 
exposition joyous. 
The greatest day of the entire term 
will be San Francisco Day to be held 
on November 2. A record attendance 
is expected, and events have been 
planned which will draw tens of 
thousands to the exposition. The 
Governor has declared the day a legal 
holiday, and the mayors of the prin- 
cipal Coast cities have issued procia- 
mations calling attention to San 
Francisco Day. The exposition offi- 
clals look for an attendance of at 
least 200,000, and everyone thinks 
they will get it. The events are 
crowding each other out, and had the 
exposition been twice as long as it 
is, I believe they could have kept 
the thing going in full swing and 
with as much enthusiasm as has been 
shown in these nine months.

different parts of the grounds. Great 
performers, great bands, world-famed 
aviators, United States Cavalry and 
Infantry, foreign people from all lands 
parades and pageants, will make 
up the great and thrilling spectacle, 
which will crown the efforts of the ex- 
position, when the city celebrates her 
own day with natural pride and dig- 
nity. A tentative programme for the 
day is being added to dally. and the 
Ways and Means Committee includes 
many of the most prominent men in 
the city, and its co-operating with 
every industrial organization in the 
State — manufacturers, producers, 
packers, wholesalers, retailers, real 
estate men, insurance men, bankers, 
brokers and kind ed souls for their 
participation in the -osramme of the 
day. The educational lions and the 
professiona] — school teachers, the 
bar, clergy, architects and engineers— 
all will be represented: chambers of 
civic social and fraternal organiza- 
tions, the chambers of commerce, im- 
provement organizations, men's clubs 
and fraternal bodies throughout the 
whole State of California will take 
part. The revenues of the day will go 
into the exposition surplus, which wil! 
be used as the stockholders finally de- 
termine——-most probably a plan to pre- 
serve some features of the exposition;

AFTERNOON CELEBRATION. 


The afternoon celebration will com- 
prise of bands in almost every corner 
of the grounds—in the Court of the 
Universe, the Zone Plaza, the Court 
of Abundance, the Music Concourse, 
the Fillmore band stand, and Festi- 
val Hall. The United States Army 
and Navy will have a realistic battle 
in the race track enclosure, for which 
there are 40,000 reserved seats. for 
which there is no charge. There wil! 
also be athletic games on the Marina 
and a carnival of public dancing in 
the Court of the Universe, in which 
as many of the expected 300.000 as 
can will participate. The aviators, 
Niles and Pettirossi, will fly in their 
new monoplanés and the Loughead 
hydroaeroplane will make passenger- 
carrying filghts from Yacht Harbor.

Beginning with tomorrow, the liti- 
gation between the government and 
numerous corporations and hundreds 
of individuals involving the owner- 
ship of valuable of) lands in Kern 
county, will commence in this city. 
According to the present arrange- 
ments these hearings covering hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of land 
and the expenditure of millions of 
dollars. will continue indefinitely. No- 
body is, bold enough to fix a date 
when they will be concluded, 
Hundreds of witnesses will be called 
to testify in what are known as the 
“withdrawal” and the “fraud” suits 
instituted by the government against 
the Southern Pacific Railroad and 
scores of: other corporate and indi- 
vidual interests. 

When Judge Bledsoe began in Fres- 
no, last week, the trial of the cases 
involving the Midway Northern Oj) 
Company, the Consolidated Midway 
On Company, the American Oitlfields, 
Company, and the Midland Ollfields 
Company, all being separate and dis- 
tinct cases, he was disqualified from 
acting by reason of the fact that he 18 
a stockholder in one of the subsi- 
diary companies.

world. The Methodists pride them- 
selves on the democratic nature of 
their ecclesiastical government. No 
bishop is allowed to participate in de- 
liberations on any question which may 
come before the general conference.

OR fifty years a fight has been going 
on against the spoils system in public 
service, by which most people mean 

the use of offices as.rewards to 
workers instead of for the benefit of the 
public who pay the salaries. Ever since 
1883 the United States government has had 
the system of the classified civil service, 
under which candidates come into the serv- 
ice on competitive examinations and are 
promoted according to efficiency. Several 
States, such as Massachusetts and New 
York, have adopted the system and, also, 
many cities and parts of States. This is 
considered a triumph for reform and good 
government, and it is a great improvement 
over the old haphazard system of “pull” 
and shaking the “plum tree” and “taking 
the boys in and warming their toes.” 
While the old evils of partnership in pub- 
lic office and the dismissal of good officiais 
because they did not vote the proper ticket 
have nearly disappeared out of the Federal 
service, a new crop of evils has sprung up; 
and the service is in danger of falling into 
the officialism and bureaucratic spirit which 
are so exasperating in the governments of 
continental Europe. Public servants can 
no longer be dismissed because the secre- 
tary of the department has been hounded 
by a member of Congress into appointing 
somebody else for that place; on the other 
hand, a man once in, who comes when the 
office opens and stays till the closing hour, 
is practically in for life, even though he be 
lazy, stupid and go inefficient that he could 
not hold a job for a private employer. The 
service is honeycombed with employees 
who do just enough to stay in and not 
enough to make them worth while. In the 
government service, especially in the depart- 
ments at Washington, there is a feeling

and inspectors of the steamer Eastland. 
All three of those groups of people knew 
the steamer was totally unsafe and never 
ought to be allowed to receive a passenger; 
but the government inspector was espe- 
cially guilty because he was appointed and 
paid to protect the public interest by pre 
venting that ship from doing business. The 
officers of the ship were, comparatively 
helpless, for, if they complained of their 
job, they would probably be discharged. 
The inspectors could have made such 4 re- 
port that the ship would never have left 
harbor with a passenger on board, if they 
had chosen to do so. Their defense was 
that they were required only to report 
whether the ship was “seaworthy” and that 
meant whether she was tight, had proper 
boilers and engines, was provided with life 
preservers, carried the legal number of of- 
ficers and men, and so on. They said it 
was not their business to decide whether 
she could stand upright in the water. 

/In this contention Secretary Redfield of 
the Department of Commerce seems to have 
backed them up. Certainly he has not, to 
the public knowledge, even so much as reg- 
istered a reproof for failing to call the at- 
tention of the department to the crankiness 
of the ship, which was notorious in the 
lake ports. To the minds of the inspectors 
they were there, not for the benefit of public 
or passengers or human life, but for “the 
office.” They did precisely what their or- 
ders required; and, since their orders said 
nothing expressly about saving a thousand 
people from drowning, so far as they were 
concerned they let them drown. 

The same spirit extends to many State 
and civic offices. Where political changes 
are frequent it is worth while for an official 
to be civil because that makes him friends 
who may be useful in the next election. 
But boards of trustees, wardens of State 
prisons, county commissioners, commission 
clerks on permanent tenure and other offi- 
cilals all over the countrygare acquiring the 
habit of looking on the public as a set of 
meddlers who are always wanting to find 
out something about other people's busi- 
ness. The business of all public officers and 
officials belongs to the people. They are 
entitled to know what goes on, and they 
pay for civility and assistance from officials. 
The postoffice, in general, comes close to 
the people, and the clerks at the windows 
and the letter carriers mostly recognize 
their obligation to the public. The custom- 
house officers are inclined to be brusque 
and domineering. 

Unless the public takes alarm we shall 
have, in both the State and national service, 
a bureaucracy Ile that of France and 
Italy and Russia in which people are gov- 
erned by rules and procedures and admin- 
istrative orders, carried out by a body of 
public employees who feel that the gov- 
ernment exists in order that they may have

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., is id to 
have recently received from his father 
enough stock to contro! the Colorade 
Fuel and Iron Company, about 134. 

The gift was made soon 
after the appearance of Mr. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., before the Federal Com- 
mission on Industrial Relations at its 
New York City hearing several 
months ago.

Sir Wilfred Powell, British Consul-

The evidence in these galleries pro- 
claims that America is soon to have a 
new art, all her own. At present the 
Giscipies of the high priestess, “Orig- 
inality of Expression,” are groping 
rather vaguely at times, it must be 
aamitted, but nevertheless with a 
masterful determination toward fir- 
mer paths. They are branching out 
bravely, leaving the more academic of 
their kind in the shadows. The new 
fields into which they make their ex- 
cursions are bright with vivid colors, 
for they are all futurists to a greater 
or less extent. 

The idea of the new art is that in 
order to paint one must have some- 
thing big to express. Then the man- 
ner of telling it must be left to he 
Who possesses the idea, and he must 
mot be fettered by old rules or meth- 
ods, but if he is great enough he will 
find the proper terms in which to ex- 
press his thought or emotion. Also 
ali detail is thrown to the winds, 
and elusive or pregnant feeling but 
lightiy suggested. In fact in all the 
modern art we find the idea suggested, 
and nothing more. That is the big 
thing. All lesser things are swept 
aside. 


TECHNIQUE ABANDONED. 

How gladly the many have thrown 
aside fetters of technique, the mad 
riot of futurist effusions testify. Not 
that technique is not necessary for 
modern art, but that doubtless many 
of them had none to use. Technique 
enables one to accomplish with ease 
that which minus that cultivation is 

only performed with stress and strain. 
The few really good things among a 
host of mediocrities prove that many 
are striving for art, where perhaps 
gome ‘pursuit requiring less originali- 
ty. legs of the divine fire were more 
Atti!

In the Montross galleries, where the 
fret showing of the ultra-moderns is 
exhibited, pale young ladies with 
green silk hose and attenuated necks 
gazed soulfully at what at first to me 
seemed fearful mistakes. Young men 
with flowing ties and Van Dyke bea 
Giscoursed learnedly upon just wha 
an artist meant by a triangle of 
gapphire blue set in an orange and 
green background with dashes of yel- 
low and red to relieve the color 
acheme.

THE NEW VISION. 

This was all evidently extremely 
mew to them, and they were sort of 
readjusting their mental vision. One 
must do a great deal of readjusting, 
for one learns to look for ideas, 
whereas one had always sought beau- 
ty In art. One must realize that truth 
is not always beautiful, nor even 
pleasant to look upon, so the expres- 
gion in paint of ugly emotions or feel- 
ings cannot always bring joy to the 
human heart. One must enter into 
these silent places full of self-abnega- 
tion, all our sensuous beauty-loving 
spirit quelled, for one needs be taught 
perhaps rather to feel with ones emo- 
tions the underlying message of the 
Picture than to see only the beauty, 
an evanescent quality which is soon 

from our memories. If, how- 
ever, the artist creates a new emotion, 
d new trend of thought in his public 
he may feel his efforts are worth 


— of those who essay the new 
ert use what they term “pure col- 
or.” That is they do not mix their 
colors. They strive less for fineness 
and subtleties and more for broad 
effects, everything being sacrificed to 
the ruling emotion, passion or thought, 
governing the picture. Also most of 
them put the color on flat. That is, 
they try no illusory effects, prefer- 
ring to remain within what they con- 
sider the limits of their medium. 

Fortunately most of the exhibitors 
in the Montross Gallery have a strong 
technical foundation, consequently 
their excursion into this new field is 
not fraught with uncertainty. 

However, there were 4 few notable 
exceptions. For instance, after study- 
fine Morton IL. hamberg’s pastel 
labeled “Landscape,” I failed to find 
anything that it resembled except a 
Navajo blanket. I concluded that he 
must have gone to the Navajo coun- 
try, and remained on 80 protracted a

century. Though he has cast aside 
his subtleties, he still clings to his 
aplendid draughtsmanship and clev- 
er brush work. His portrait of a 
woman of Italian type, in which he 
utilized strong blues and reds in dar- 
ing combination is a vivid picture. 
The woman's face is one in which 
strone passions dwelt; intense loves 
and hates would always be her mas- 
ters. Altogether a vigorous concep- 
tion. All his color is very pure; no 
mixing. It is sometimes a bit heavy, 
but there is no suggestion of gloom 
about it. His structure is especially 
well organized. 

SOME INFELICITIES. 

Joseph Stella showed some pastels 
which seemed fearfully crude. The 
drawing was not bad, but the effect 
unfinished. Yet he showed a still life 
water color which was delightful in 
sunshiny effect and lightness of treat- 
ment. 

George Fellows, a disciple of the 
famous Robert Henri, shows two in- 
teresting and original paintings. The 
“Portrait of Anne,” a little girl with 
yellow hair, and blue eyes exactly 
matching her hair ribbon. is the very 
embodiment of happy childhood. Every 
color stands out boldly in this por- 
trait. but it is all bright. Even the 
shining biack of her shoes does not 
make the sombre note which Speicher 
wnconsciousiy emphasizes with his 
queer blues, greens and violets. 

DEPICTION OF THE POOR. 

Jerome Myers is another artist in 
Whose nature, the new art strikes a 
peeponsive chord, yet his drawing is 
s splendid, and his pictures re- 
the life of the common poor of 


requires, as a rule, great distance in 
order that one may receive the proper 
impression. For example Allen Tuck- 
er's “A Cornfield” is really a delight- 
ful pastoral! scene reviewed from afar. 
The shadows of evening are falling, 
and the trees are purplish against a 
strong velvet sky. The cornstacks are 
purple as if from a clouded sun, while 
the yellow stubble of the field casts 
a gloss of brightness over the whole.

Edwin Adam Kramer achieved an 
effect similar to a Monet painting. 
That is the grouping of his slim trees 
rather reminded one of that great 
French artist. The sky was brightly 
blue as seen through a group of gray 
green trees, slender, and with trunks 
shimmering in the suggestion of sun- 
light. The paint was put on quite 
freely and used in splotchy manner, 
but with good effect. 

AN ULTRA-MODERN. 

Frank A. Nankivell, the well-known 
illustrator, is ultra-modern, yet his 
drawing is so clever that his ideas are 
clear and one is stimulated imagina- 
tively immediately. “The Fete,” his 
one contribution, is notable for bril- 
liance of suggestion and color. A 
Chinese lantern, a man with a queer 
scarlet costume, and a musical instru- 
ment, all in strong pure color, are the 
salient points. 

A water color of Arthur Wesley 
Dow's, deftly done with a miminum 
of brush work; a mere wash drawing 
on gray paper, entitled “A Memory of 
the Grand Canyon,” created a strong 
impression of the peculiar color ef- 
fects and great reaches of that na- 
ture’s wonderland. 

A note of humor runs throdgh 
many of the futurist specimens and 
also distinguishes the cubist attempts, 
which is well since if one finds not 
beauty, one may at least discover fun. 
Charles H. Walthers “Symphonic 
Poem in Blue” achieves an original 
theme. One sees blue and green notes 
(I mean the notes of a piano score) 
jumping madly about, and glimpses a 
piece of a piano, and music book. I 
am afraid Mr. Walther rather over- 
steps the bounds of cubism, for he 
more than suggests; in his work, one 
can really make out things a bit. This 
is not truly giving our brains a proper 
stimulus. Mr. Walther again in 
“Melody to Grief,” has chosen a mus- 
ical title. Here large cubes and small 
cubes, draped and undraped cubes, in 
purpiles,- blues and greens vie with 
each other in depicting different 
Shades of grief. It almost brought 
me to tears, trying to extract the real 
raisin d'etre of this masterpiece. 

THE MOST ELEGANT GALLERY. 


Passing from the Montross Gallery 
we made our way to the famous 
Knoedier Galleries, the most elegant 
of the Fifth Avenue exhibition places. 
Through a great marble salon, one 
comes upon the picture room itself 
and here are now exhibited one of the 
most notable collections of pictures 
ever assembled in this country. They 
are the works of Alfred Philippe Roll, 
one of France's most highly revered 
artists, and who now holds the exalted 
office of President of the Societe 
Nationale de Beaux Arts.” These pic- 
tures are exhibited in this country 
under the auspices of no less a per- 
sonage than President Poincare, and 
the officials of France, M. Paul Vitry 
of the Louvre and M. Leonie Benedite 
of the Luxemburg. . 

It is mainiy through the efforts of 
M. Paul Vitry of the Louvre that 
these paintings have been assembled 
in America. It took considerable tact- 
ful maneuvering in order that these 
precious human documents might be 
brought to America at this time. 
Great fear was at first expressed for 
the safety of these great works, when 
it was first suggested, that they 
should be brought. M. Leonte Bene- 
dite, who first loaned three pictures 
to America from the Luxemburg for 
the exhibition of the Societe Nouvelle, 
three years ago, brought three im- 
portant works of M. Roll from the 
treasures of the Luxemburg, which 
have been buried since the beginning 
of the war! These three paintings 
loaned from the Luxemburg will one 
day be the property of the Louvre. 
Everyone of the present collection 
has been at one time or another 
hung in the salons. It contains many 
noteworthy portraits, among others 
those of three Presidents of France. 

FRANCE HONORS US. 

America may feel honored and New 
York in particular for this interest 
from official France in this American 
exhibition, for it is the French gov- 
ernment and French art which have 
sent these rarest productions of a 
man whom at this moment France 
most highly prizes and honors. 

That M. Roll is a great master is 
very evident and his remarkable 
versatility is well illustrated in this 
exhibit. 

His art is virile, vivid and full of 
a luminous light with delicate accents. 
There is freshness and strength in all 
his work. 

His pictures of his’ lovely auburn- 
haired wife are filled with that 
luminosity so characteristic of him, 
and the flesh tints are delicate as old 
ivory, with a tender hint of a warmer 
color beneath the satiny skin. 

“The Lady in White” is perhaps the 
most striking of these pictures of 
Mme. Roll. It represents a radiapt 
creature in white painted in the full 
light against the spring greens of the 
garden. This picture is one of those 
loaned by the Luxemburg Gallery. 
Another portrait of this lady whem 
he so dearly loved to paint, is with 
her rosy child n a garden of soft 
Spring light, whose greens shimmer 
with a silvery sheen, melting with the 
nebulous gray of her gown. The 
coloring of her hair, and the tender 
curves of the young mother’s face are 
beauties which the artist has made us 
feel. 

Another painting which is full of 
color, put on with heavy, broad 
stripes, and deft handling of draperics 
is the “Trojans at Carthage.” Two 
women are seated, one at the piano 
about to play the score from which 
the picture takes it tithe. One is an 
auburn-haired beauty richly clothed 
in a eatiny yellow creation, whose 
folds meit into the old ivory tints of 
her shoulders, and are repeated again 
in the high lights of her hair. The 
other, a brunette, with thoughful, 
rather poetic expression is prepared 
to listen. The rich, deep, mahogany 
velvet of her gown is just the right 
contrast for the yellow of the other's 
draperies. The warm lights in the 
room are beautifully modulated, to 
bring all the nuances of the picture 
into being. This also is one of the 
Luxemburg pictures. 

The portrait of Henri Rochefort, 
the great Frenchman, was one of the 
most striking of human characteriza- 
tions. The dark eyes seem alive with

GERMAN TRADE. 


Contract Let for Big Potash 
Plant at Harbor. 
Product is Scarce Because of 
World War. 


Enormous Sum to be Invested 
in Enterprise. 


The contract was let during the past 
week for the construction at San 
Pedro of a number of factory build- 
ings for the American Trona Cor- 
poration, which recently purchased 
from the Southern Pacific Railway 
Company some seven scres, near the 
harbor, as the site for a potash plant. 
The contract, amounting to about 
$300,000, was awarded to the F. 0. 
Engstrum Company of this city, and 
includes also the erection of buildings 
at Searles Lake, where the corpora- 
tion has extensive potash deposits. 

The Llewellyn Iron Works of this 


‘| city will supply all steel for the San 


Pedro buildings. while a San Fran- 
cisco concern will furnish materials 
for the Searles Lake structures. — 
corporation is understood to have 
purchased especially designed ma- 
chinery for both plants. 

All the buildings to be erected will 
have steel frames and concrete foot- 
ings, the sides being of corrugated 
iron. They will include 
refineries, chemical bulldings a 
various smaller structures. 

Representatives of the corporation 
assert that they have convinced them- 
selves of the entire practicability of 
their plan. Huge shipments of crude 
mineral will be sent to San Pedro 
from Searles Lake deposits and there 
reduced to potash for commercial 
purposes. The product is in particu- 
lar demand at this time on account of 
the war. which has effectually de- 
prived Germany of what amounted 
almost to a monoply in the potash in- 
dustry.

Capacity of Oyer a Hundred Cars. 

One of the largest and most com- 
plete citrus packing plants yet pro- 
jected by an individual grower in 
Southern California has just been 
started by P. A. Demens, a pioneer 
orchardist of the Uplands district, at 
Alta Loma.

a half years in Los Angeles by the 
Ensign Carburetor Company.

On Beptember 24 the Indiana sec- 
tion of the Society of Automobile En- 
gineers at their first meeting were 
entertained by a r presented by 
Mr. J. G. Vincent, vice-president ef 
engineering of the Packard Motor Car 
Company, entitled “Modern Tendencies 
of Motor Design.”

Diamond of the Aluminum Castings 
Company, on aluminum pistons, also 
brought out 1 discussion 
about the use of alu um both for 
pistons and otlier parts.

SPEEDWAY TESTING. 

“Probably the Indianapolis speed- 
Way has this year been the scene of 
more testing work than ever in its 
history, exeepting tests made solely 
for racing purposes, as Visitors from 
Detroit have made great use of it in 
addition te the permanent usage of 
the Indianapolis manufacturers. Not 
only. this, but the Chicago track has 
also been employed for tests that are 
demonstrations, or demonstrations 
that are tests. All this activity on the 
speedways ia serving to again dem- 
onstrate their immense value to auto- 
mobile engineers as testing grounds. 

“A really good track in Detroit, 
owned by the manufacturers of De- 
troit and intended for testing rather 
than for racing, would improve the 
average Detroit product at least 20 
per cent, within a year or two. It 
would be worth the while of every 
manufacturer to put down a good sum 
and contribute an annual income for 
the building and upkeep of such a 
track, and it is remarkable that a 
scheme along this line has not yet 
developed. But there is another side 
to the speedway, as well as testing and 
racing, and this is their value for 
demonstration performances such as 
the recent speed tests of Packard and 
Cadillac cars at Chicago. There is 
hardly a member of the industry who 
does not agree that cars will be sold 
more and more on performance and

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—A problem 
that American League owners must a 
solve is the way Ban Johnson, presi- 
dent of the American League, was 
| referred to today in a statement is-/ 
sued by James Gilmore, president of 
the Federal organization. The attack 
on Johnson is the outcome of a state- 
ment credited to him, in which he 
blamed the Federal League for the 
untimely death of Robert B. Ward, 
millionaire baker and president of the 
Brooklyn club at the time of his death. 

statement said to have been 
made by Johnson was contained in a 
Chicago dispatch and is considered by 
Gilmore an insult to the Ward fam- 
lly, and the climax of a series of slurs 
and insults to the Federal League. 
The part of the Johnson statement 
which aroused the ire of “Fighting 
Jim” was as follows: 

THE STATEMENT. 

“I think it was the Federal League 
that put him under the sod, as he 
could not stand the strain of worries 
and losses.” 

In his reply to Johnson, the Federal 
League executive divulges the fact that 
Johnson has at various times made an 
effort to patch up the existing differ- 
ences between the organized ball 
forces and the Federal League. 
more cites two specific instances when 
Johnson was unable to appear after he 
had called the two factions together. 
One of these meetings was supposed 


of adjusting our difference, but he 
could not appear. 

“IT also want to ask if at the time 
he delivered this insult he was in the 
same condition he was in on October 
9, 1915, at Philadelphia, when he at- 
tempted to talk to certain Federal 
League owners. If he was, I can eas- 
ily understand the remark. 

“Whether he was or not, I have this 
to say: Ban Johnson ts a problem the 
American League owners have to 
solve. What he says or thinks about 
baseball does not Interest me. He has 
been thinking and talking in his own 
pecullar way for two years, and I have 
been silent because business men pay 
no attention to remarks of other men 
unless they are in full possession of all 
their faculties, but he cannot now nor 
in the future direct such remarks at 
men connected with the Federal 
League without hearing from us.“ 
Gilmore's statement was read to 
Johnson tonight, but the American 
e é@xecutive said that he would 
not make any reply. It is very prob- 
able, however, that the incident will 
widen the breach between organized 
ball and the Federal League and wipe 
out whatever chance there may have 
been for an amicable adjustment of 
the baseball war.
